Detective John Fiynn left Chicago last

Wilbert is supposed to be in Cincinnati with 
his .wife. The Lexington police refused to 
hold them. 

O. W. Potter said last evening that he had 
no information from Lexington that led 
him to believe that the diamonds offeréa 
for sale tltere were his property. 

“I haye heard nothing except the dis- 
patches published in the newspapers,” he 
said. “There have been no clews at all 
since the robbery. Two unsigned notes were 
sent me stating that I could recover the 
jewels if I would bring the reward and meet 
the writer under a certain hay loft. I paid 
no attention to the com The 
thief or thieves had the nerve to climb in 
the house... Perhaps they had the nerve to 
try to sell them in Lexington.”’

WOOL SMUGGLED INTO BOSTON. 


Loaded in Canada on British Steamers 
, and Transferred at Sea to 
American Ships. 


Boston, Mass., May 11.—[Special.]—Spe- 
clal Treasury agents have just unearthed 
what they allege to be one of the biggest 
swindling schemes ever attempted at this 
port. 

The records at the custom-house show 
that Special Employé Bunn has seized a 
hundred sacks of wool, valued at $6,000, but 
this does not tell the entire story. The seized 
wool was gathered up in this city, in Law- 
rence, Mags., and in Bristol, R. I. 

The special agents say that fully $40,000 
worth of wool has been smuggled into this 
country through the port of Boston during 
the last year. The wool is of Canadian ori- 
gin, and as the tariff on wool runs from 12 
cents to 36 cents per pound, one can readily 
see that quite a saving could be made by 
evading the customs duties. 

Special Employé Bunn, who is stationed at 
Eastport; Me., learned some months ago 
that large quantities of wool were being 
shipped from the provinces via St. John to 
Grand Manan Island, off the Eastport coast. 
Grand Manamis a British possession. There 
are no woolen industries on the island, and it 
appeared to the Treasury representative a 
little peculiar. He made many trips to the 
island, and saw the big sacks of wool loaded 
on British steamers, and found these ships 
were met at sea by American schooners, and 
that the wool was transferred to the latter 
vessels, which brought it to the American 


shore. 


EXCLUDES CHILD FROM WILL. 


John H. Clough Leaves $394,000 to His 
Widow, Expressly Omitting Mrs. 
Bertha H. Burns, a Daughter. 


The will of John H. Clough, who died on 
April 23 at his residence, 2420 Michigan ave- 
nue, was filed for probate yesterday. The 
testator ‘left an estate valued at $394,000. 
Of this $276,000 is in real estate and $118,000 
in personal property. All is left to the 
widow, Mrs. Susan Clough, who also is 
named as executrix without bonds. 

The will, after providing for the payment 
of the just debts and funeral expenses of 
the testator, says: “I leave all my estate, 
real, personal, and mixed, to my wife, Susan 
Clough, to be by her held, owned, and en- 
joyed as her absolute property forever, and 
to the exclusion of each and all of my chil- 
dren.” 

The testator left but one child, Mrs. Bertha 
H. Burns, 7421 Parnell avenue. The will 
was drawn in 1894. One of the witnesses to 
it, Frank J. Smith, is now ill, and a petition 
was filed asking for a dedimus to take his 


deposition. 


R. Wilson was filed in the Probate Court, 
and showed a personal property valuation 
of $430,000 and real estate valued at $100,000. 

The prop- 
erty is divided between the widow, Mrs.

Colored Woman Overcome While Walk- 
ing in Madison Avenue—Tempera- 
ture 96 in North Dakota. 


The first heat prostration of the season 
was reported to the Hyde Park police last 
evening. Shortly after 5 o’clock Mrs. Lizzie 
Waldron, colored, was walking in Madison 
avenue, and when at Fifty-third street she 
fell in a faint. She was removed to her 
residence, 284 Fifty-fifth street, where a 
physician stated that stomach trouble, su- 
perinduced by the heat, was the cause of 
her fainting. Her condition is not consid- 
ered serious. She is 32 years of age. 

Williston, N. D., which holds a conspicu- 
ous place in the records of the weather 
bureau as a cold spot, made a surprising 
record in the other direction yesterday by 
reporting a temperature of 96 degreees., 

The maximum in Chicago was 80°. Fair 
weather, preceded by a shower, is predicted 
for today, with fair weather tomorrow. 


JURY TO CHURCH FOR EVIDENCE 


Twelve Men Hearing $75,000 Suit 
Based on Alleged Injury from “ L”

STRIFE IN SPAN 


CITIZENS FIGHT THE TROOPS IN 
LEADING CITIES. 


At Barcelona All Places of Business 
Are Closed in Protest Against the 
Government's Taxation Program— 
Barricades Are Built in the Streets— 
Citizens Attack Soldiers from House 
Tops and Baleconies—Engineers Pull 
Down the Houses.

LONDON, May 12, 3 a. m—The Daily 
Maii’s dispatches this morning from Madrid 
say: 

“The anti-tax movement in Spain is as- 
suming serious proportions. At Barcelona 
last evening, following the instructions of 
the National union, there was a general 
closing of shops, some youths stoning the 
few shops which remained half open into 
closing. They also stopped the trams from 
running by stoning the drivers. They broke 
many windows in the cars. 

Meanwhile men began building barricades 
in the revolutionary quarter of San An- 
tonio. Gendarmes sent to take these were 
fired into from the'side streets. When they 
fired at their assailants the rioters melted 
away, only to assemble again at another 
place and recommence their flank attacks. 


Troops Pull Down Houses. 

This was not the only trouble. From the 
balconies, terraces, and housetops big stones 
and flower pots were thrown upon the 
gendarmes. Several civilians fell from the 


the bombardment. 
only to prolong the firing. 

A battalion of engineers was then sum- 
moned to pull down the walis of houses 
in ordér to reach the refugees and rioters, 
and at last peace was restored. 

Martial law will be proclaimed im Barce- 
lona, if there is more rioting, in the morning. 

The shops reopened late in the afternoon, 
but the crowds prevented the trams and 
-omnibuses and a small local railway from 
running. 

| ‘Marketmen in Arms. 

Much alarm was caused by the marketmen 
building barricades round the market. The 
Mayor entreated them to pull their barri- 
cades down to prevent bloodshed. Their 
only answer was to hiss him. 

At an early hour in the evening the crowds 
again assembled. A Lieutenant of the Civil 
Guard, passing disguised as a countryman, 
was attacked and severely injured. The 
Civil Guard thereupon fired into the 
but no one was hit.

Corbett emerged from a year’s retirement 
from the ring rejuvenated and fresh. He 
was as fast and clever as back in the days 
when people marveled at his skill.

He outboxed his man at both long 
and short range, and if he had had the 
strength he would have gained an early vice 
tory.

‘Jeffries Loses His Temper. 


‘BEVENTH ROUND—Corbett begins feint- 
ing Jeff and worrying him. Jeff sends his 
left to the ribs, but it is light. e makes a 
chopping lunge at Corbett's chest, but it is 
short. Jeff swings his left again, but all it 
catches -is Corbett’s shoulder. Jeff rushes 
again and Corbett meets him with a left 
hook on the jaw. Jeff keeps rushing into 
clinches. Three times this happens. Jef- 
fries starts at Corbett with the evident de- 
sign to knock him out, and Corbett meets 
him with two lefts on the jaw, then runs 
away safely. Jeffries is infuriated now and 
sends right and Jeft for the body in short 
hooks, but Corbett ducks under him. This 
is repeated, and they are clinched as the 


gong sounds. 

EIGHTH ROUND—Corbett starts with a 
left hook for the body, but Jeffries blocks it. 
They clinch. Jeffries rushes for the body 
again; but Corbett blocks -him. Corbett 
swings his right and catches Jeffries lightly 
on the neck with a left hook. He tries it 
again and barely grazes Jeffries’ mouth. 
Jeffries rushes Corbett to the ropes and 
sends up his left in the ribs, but Jim breaks 
half the force of it by sticking his foregrm 
in the way. Jefffies rushes Corbett to the 
ropes, and as they clinch he throws his 
weight on Corbett. But Charles White gets 
right in between them. They clinch and 
break away of their own accord. As they 
separate Corbett sends in a flerce right hook 
on the jaw. Jeffries looks mad, but the blow 
does not seem to shake him up much, 
Corbett sends a light left hook on 
the, mouth. They clinch and on the 
breakaway Corbett barely misses an 
. uppercut for the chin. Corbett ducks a 
left lead that Jeffries tries for the head. 
He rushes in at Jeffries with a left om the 
‘jaw, but it is light, just as the gong sounds. 
Jeffries still looks tired and Corbett is pretty 
good still. He isin great condition. 

Staggers the Boilermaker. 

NINTH ROUND—Corbett rushes with his 
left on the body. He sends a right and left 
on Jeffries’ jaw and follows it with a right- 
hand swing on the chin that staggers Jeffries 
and sets the crowd hollering with delight. 
Corbett looks infuriated now and rushes at 
Jeffries as if he 'was trying to knock him 
out. Jeffries only smiles and blocks him off. 
Corbett rushes. They clinch, and as they 
break away Corbett sends a right over on the 
jaw, but this time it does not jar Jeffries. 
As Jeffries comes in without striking a blow 
Corbett meets him with his left shoulder and 
lets Jeffries run into it. This happens twice 
more, and still onee more. They clinch, and 
just as White is ducking between them Cor- 
bett blocks away and sends a right hook hot 
and heavy on Jeffries’ jaw. Corbett rushes 
‘him as Jeffries comes to him and staggers 
him with a left on the jaw. Jeffries looks 
tired, but gathers himseif up and rushes In 
with a left jab on Corbett's chin. Corbett 
only laughs at this, and, as Jeffries rushes 
again, Corbett swings a hot left on his neck. 
Then Jeffries rushes in with left on Corbett’s 
stomach. He rushes again and they clinch. 
' Corbett is puffing a little, but In a moment 
he swings a hard Jeft on Jeffries’ head. Jef- 
fries rusher at him with a left body blow, 
but Corpett blocks it beautifully, and the bell 
rings. ‘This was all Corbett’s round. He is 
doing magnificent work and-twice he had 
Jeffries badly shaken up. Jeffries’ youth 
will bring him back in great shape. 

TENTH ROUND—BHach lands a left chop 
lightly on the jaw as they meet in the center. 
They clinch and ‘White has to tap Jeffries 
on the shoulder and tell him to let go.

Corbett misses a 
right swing for Jeffries’ jaw, then follows it 
up with two left hooks, one of which lands 
on Jeffries’ jaw, and a right sewing, which 
catches him on the cheek. They are so close 
together now that although both are swing- 
ing they can’t reach. I guess Jeffries doesn’t 
think Corbett fs a dead one now. Jeffries 
looks tired to death. Jeffries is sluggish and 
tired. He clinches, and, as they break away, 
sends a left on the jaw. Just as Jeffries 
starts in Corbett uppercuts flercely with left 
on the jaw. Jeffries is tired, and, as he 
clinches, he throws all his weight on Cor- 
bett.

ELEVENTH ROUND—They rush into a 
clinch without a blow, then Jeffries chases 
Corbett across the ring into Jeffries’ own 
corner, but cannot land on his body, al- 
though he tries both hands. Jeffries makes 
a terrific lunge for the body, but Corbett 
half turns In and it goes by without damage. 
Jeffriés rushes in and Corbett meets him 
with a left hook on the mouth which makes 
it bleed freely from the lower lip. Twice 
now Jeffries rushes in to a clinch and neither 
man lands a blow. Corbett lands a left 
hook under Jeffries’ right eye and makes 
it swell, when the big fellow comes in again. 
Jeffries looks awfully tired. Corbett rushes 
in with a left on the nose and Jeffries spits 
out blood as he elinches. Jeffries rushes 
again with his left on the body and Corbett 
hooks his left on that sore mouth again. 
Jeffries rushes in and as Corbett ducks a left 
at the head Jeffries pulis it back and hn 
with a left uppercut for the body. It lands 
on the breastbone, however, so that it does 
no harm. This was Corbett’s round, too. 

He had Jeffries weak in the middle of the 
round. All those hooks he is planting on 
- Jeffries’ jaws are shaking him up and mak- 
ing him tired. Thus far Corbett has not re- 
ceived a single blow. He is altogether too 
ae for Jeffries and will win if he keeps

Corbett Takes No Chances. 

THIRTEENTH ROUND—Jeffries runs into 
a clinch again and Corbett is not taking any 
chances with him. Jeffries is doubled away 
over, and although he leads three times at 
Corbett with each hand he 1s wild and seems 
to have lost all judgment of distance. At 
last he gets in a left hook, but it is high on 
the’ breastbone and glancing and does no 
harm. {t does not even redden Corbett’s 
skin. Jeffries makes a left swing for Cor- 
bett’s head, but Corbett ducks easily. He 
does the same and gets away from a terrific 
Pright swing by Jeffries. Corbett coolly 
backs away from a rush and keeps out of 
trouble. - Twice they clinch and Jeffries 
rushes in and the second time Corbett, with 
the side of his head, butted Jeffries under 
the left eye. Corbett smiled and apologized 
and: Jeffries smiled, too. Jeffries rushed 
Corbett over to the ropes and swung left and 
right hard on the ribs, but Corbett broke half 
the force of the blows by blocking with his 
elbows and he came off the ropes without 
damage. Jeffries is forcing thefighting now,

NINETEENTH ROUND —Jeffries rushes 
Corbett into Corbett's own corner, swings

foot catches, and he slips down in a sitting 
position.

TWENTY-SECOND ROUND — Corbett 
rushes, but Jeffries meets him with a clinch 


and a right swfng on the ‘shoulder that - 
brings Corbett down on his knee. He Jumps 


up Immediately, amd goes right at Jeffries. 
They mix it up with right and left jolts on 
the body, and honors are easy. Corbett 
sends a left swing on the jaw, and Jeffries 
a moment later soaks a heavy left hook on 
the short ribs. Corbett hooks Jeff's sore 
mouth Hghtly with the left. They rush to- 
gether, and Jeffries swings his right hard on 
the kidneys. At the next rush Corbett looks 
pretty tired as he clinches. On the break-

NEAR MAFEKING 


Relief Column Passes Neues 


Wednesday with Three 
Thousand Men. 


MAY BE THERE SUNDAY. 


Lord Roberts Continues His Ad- 
yance North from the 
Zand River. 


BOER RETREAT IS STUBBORN

LONDON, May 12, 4a. m.—Brief but def- 
inite dispatches from both Cape Town and 
Pretoria seem to justify the belief that the 
relief of Mafeking may possibly be effected 
inside of sixty hours. — 

A fortnight ago it was positively stated, 
both at Cape Town and Bioemfontein, that 


the only hope for Baden-Powell’s starving 


garrison’s rescue was in General Carring- 
ton’s column, coming from the north, 

A little later an equally positive state- 
ment was made from the same sources 
that a relief column was about to start 
from the south, 


Then came Lord Roberts’ message to 


- Baden-Powell to hold out until May 18. 


Now comes word that a strong flying col- 
umn, composéd of 3,000 cavalry and in- 
fantry and a battery of six guns, passed 
through Vryburg on Wednesday, and was 
proceeding by forced marches night and day 
in the direction of Mafeking. 

Who is commanding this wing of Lord 
Roberts’ army or whence it came are facts 
not given to the public, but all the London 
papers accept the statements from Pretoria 
and Cape Town as to the movement of the 
column as undoubtedly authentic. 


Making Rapid Progress. 


But one additional fact is known regarding 


_ the flying force, and that is that it was at 


Windsorton on Friday or Saturday of last 
week. This point is 190 miles distant from 
Mafeking. The mobility of the column will 
‘be understood when it is stated that it cov- 
ered the distance from Windsorton to Vry- 
burg, ninety-three miles, between Saturday 
and Wednesday. 

From Vryburg to Mafeking it is only 
ninety-seven miles. Hence it is argued that 
if the column proceed with anything like the 
same rate of speed it will be at the gates of 


Mafeking on Sunday or Monday morning } 


early. 

Colonel Plumer, with 1,100 troops in good 
condition, is posted just outside the besieged 
city, and will join hands with the mysterious 

army from Vryburg. Thus with over 4,000 

‘men and six good guns and not counting on 
any assistance from Baden-Powell’s gar- 
rison, which may ‘amount to something after 
‘all, it is confidently believed here that the 
investing force, which is not superior in 
point 6? men, and less effective in the mat- 
ter of guns, will be overcome with para- 
tive 

May Not Be a Battle. | 
“The British are undoubtedly counting on 
reports that the Boers recently took away 
the heavy guns from before Mafeking, and 
aiso that the investing force is composed 
of odd men. Some experts predict a heavy 
battle before the town is relieved. Others 
incline to the opinion that the Boers will 
withdraw as they did at Ladysmith, Wep- 
ener, and Bloemfontein, and allow the Brit- 
ish to walk in. 


Lord Roberts’ Advance. 

A dispatch from Lord Roberts, dated yes- 
terday, states that the British advanced on 
Thursday night eight miles north of the 
Zand River, and gives a clear idea of the 
manner in which the Boers were forced back 
from the river. Lord Roberts makes it 
evident that there has been no severe fight- 
ing, and that there is nothing at least ap- 
proaching a rout of the enemy. 

The Boers in the neighborhood of Thaba 
N’Chu are reported to be in great force and 
prepared to ht. Lord Roberts is sending 
to meet them the Kighth Division, Brabant’s 
division, and probably one brigade of the 
Ninth Division, and, if necessary, the great- 
sr part of the Sixth Division. This gives a 
total of 20,000 men, as British divisions are 
how reckoned as averaging 7,500 combat- 
ants. Brabant’s force is much less. 

Buller on the Move. 

Boer reports state that Sir Redvers Buller 
is moving on Helpmakaar, probably to turn 
the lines on the Biggersberg. 


To Take Boers to Ceylon. 

The British government is making prepara- | 
tions for the reception of 6,000 Boer prisoners | 
at Diyatalawa, 160 miles from Colombo in 
Ceylon. 

Buildings have already been commenced 
for the accommodation of ‘the captives 
which Lord Roberts expects to take. 

The First Batallion of Warwickshire Regi- 
ment, now quartered at Madras, will furnish 
the guards.

2 {000 Boers who opposed the British at Zand 
River. Another estimate is that 6,000 Boers, 
with six guns, made a rear guard action, 
while many other thousands, with COnYpye, 
retired without firing a shot. 


President Steyn in Comin, 

President Steyn and a council of the lead- 
ers of several thousand Free-Staters in the 
Ladybrand and Ficksburg districts deter- 
mined to submit to the men the question 
of continuing the war or not at a great 
open air meeting. The fighting men decided 
to fight on. Steyn, who appears to be in ac- 
tive command, began to advance toward the 
British, and eame into contact on Thurs- 
day with Campbell’s brigade and Brabant’s 
horse twenty miles northeast of Thaba 
N’Chu.

Republics to Be Absorbed. 

“TI would not be ashamed to take the 
whole responsibility for the war, but if there 
were any special responsibility it rests with 
those who misled Mr. Kruger and who en- 
couraged him to resist demands whose mod- 
eration had been acknowledged. If England 
has erred she has erred in being too lenient.”’ 

Turning to the question of the conditions 
of south African settlement and the fate of 
the republics, Mr. Chamberlain said: 

‘It is premature to discuss details, but I 
am quite ready to take the opinions of the 
country, and, above all, the opinions of those 
self-governing colonies which have come so 
magnificently to our assistance. While the 
government does not wish to be vindictive 
it is determined that never again shall the 
republics be a nursery of conspiracy, and it 
will see that justice is done to those who are 
determined to be loyal. 

“ The government is not prepared to recog- 
nize the independence of the Boer republics, 
and we are determined that the republics 
shall be finally incorporated under the Brit- 
ish flag. For an interval they must be a 
crown colony, such as India is, but we hope 
they eventually will become a great self- 
governing colony like Canada and Aus- 


tralia.”’ 
Asks America to Take Notice. 

LONDON, May 12.—Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech, which is a much more definite state- 
ment of the intention of the government re- 
specting the Boer States than any hitherto 
made, has been received with general ap- 
proval by the press.

America to Compel England 
to Arbitrate. 

“LONDON, May 11.—W. T. Stead, who was 
the last man in Europe to bid farewell to the 
Boer delegates, obtained from Abraham 
Fischer, a member of the Orange Free State 
Execttive Council and one of the delegates, 
a message to the American people in which 
Mr. Fischer eaid: 

“ The governments of the old world appear 
paralyzed. We hope to find a different state 
of things In the new world. We know that 
at the time when the Jameson raid threat- 
ened the independence of the Transvaal the 
American republic succeeded in inducing 
Great Britain to submit to arbitration a ques- 
tion which involved not her existence but 
the frontier interests of the Republic of 
Venezuela. As you obtained arbitration for 
Venezuela after England had declared it was 
impossible, so we venture to hope the free, 


attacking our existence to stay her hand and 
submit the question of the future govern- 
ment of these regions to the free judgment 
of an impartial! tribunal.” 


FAMINE’S BLIGHT IN INDIA. 


Figures Show the Loss in Cotton and 


Food Crops Runs into the 
Millions. 


LONDON, May 11.—The latest mafls from 
India give additional details of the great 
famine. A correspondent, writing from 
Nagpore, capital of the central provinces, 
on April 20, says: 

“It is impossible to convey by means of 
mere figures any adequate idea of the para- 
lyzing effect of a drought such as India is 
now experiencing. 

‘The actual loss of the government takes 
no account of the further loss of the agri- 
culturists, who have exhausted every re- 
source, and who have been left penniless 
and deep in the toils of the usurer; of the 
lands which Ife fallow, and of the stagnation 


in every branch of trade. 


“The net cost to the government will be 
eight and a quarter millions, and the value 
of the wheat crop destroyed ts £8,000,000 
to £10,000,000, and the cotton crop #£7,000,- 
000, while the great oil seed crop is non- 


existent outside of Bengal, the northwest 


provinces, and Oude. 

‘‘On a moderate computation the culti- 
vators of Bombay Province have lost £15,- 
000,000 on food crops and £3,000, on cot- 
ton. 

‘In the Ahmedabad district the splendid 
Guzerat oxen have perished by the million, 


and,men and women are playing the part 


of beasts of burden. 

“Given a fair season, the Indian peas- 
ar.try will recover from the effects of the 
famine with a rapidity little short of mar- 
velous. But two conditions will this year 
test their recuperative powers to an unusual 
degree. First, the occurrence of the second 
drought before! the traces of the previous 
one had been eliminated. Second, the un- 


precedented mortality among thecattle. On

GLUCOSE TRUST MAY GET PLANT 


Waukegan Refinery to Shut Down Soon 
and Report Is Set Afoot That Com- 
bine Will Buy It. 


Manager Carl Morton announced yester- 
day that the United States sugar refinery at 
Waukegan would be closed down in a week 
or teh days, and for a period of at least two 
weeks, pending repairs.and improvements 
in the plant. A report became current soon 
after the announcement that the prospective 
move is planned as preliminary to a sale 
of the plant to the glucose trust, of which 


. the corporate title is the Glucose Sugar Re- 
fining company. Officials of the company re- | 


fused to discuss this report, and Manager 
Morton of the Waukegan plant deniedit. A 
prominent wholesale grocer stated, however, 
that a sale of the Waukegan property tothe 
trust wonld cause no surprise to the trade, 
and was expected to take place soon. 

A gloomy view of the impending shut- 
down is taken by 350 men employed by the 
refinery. They express the opinion that the 
shutdown will last at least two months, in- 
stead of two weeks. 

The shutdown is not oceasioned by slack 
business, nor is it due to reasons of economy, 
Manager Morton says. The company, he 
states, “has been doing a good business, and 
has a demand for all its products. The 
company intends putting new furnaces be- 
neath its boilers and making other improve- 
ments, which will require, he says, not 
above two or three weeks. 

Part of the men will be set at work on a 
large steel elevator, capacity 500,000 bushels, 

to cost $25,000, which the company intends 
erecting. 

“This is commonly regarded as the dull 
season,”’ said Mr. Morton, “ and the closing 
of a glucose refinery might well be thought 
to be due to lack of activity in our line. In 
our case, however, this is not true, although 
the scarcity of corn and the advent of the 
comparatively dull season have prompted us 
to shut down at this time for contemplated 
repairs, This movement on the part of the 
company is not ‘properly a ‘shutdown,’ for 
we will start up again as soon as the re- 
pairs are made.” 

Employés of the company point out that 
the plant of the company is new and that 
the closing of the works is significant in 
view of reports that other refineries are pre- 
paring to close down. 

The United States Sugar Refinery was 
purchased in March by the National Starch 
company syndicate, represented by Joy 
Morton, who had his brother, Car! Morton, 
elected Vice President and general manager 
of the company. 

Since the starch syndicate people gained 


control of the refinery it has been absorbed 


in a combination of the National Starch 
company, the United Starch company, and 
the United States Sugar Refinery. The re- 
finery has been run in opposition to the 
glucose trust. It is capitalized at $2,000,000, 
with an authorized bond issue of $1,500,000. 


HUMAN SKULL IN SECRET PANEL 


Hatrisons of Virginia, Cousins of May- 
or Harrison, Make Discovery in 
Old Mansion. 


Richmond, Va., May 11.—[Special.]—Miss 
Gulie Harrison, who lives at her ancestral 
home, Lower Brandon, on James River, and 
is a cousin of Mayor Carter Harrison of 
Chicago and former President Benjamin 
Harrison, recently discovered accidentally 
a secret repository in the left wing of the 
Harrison colonial mansion. She unknowing- 


ly touched a secret panel in the wall, and, to. 


her amazement, the panel neiselessly slid 
back and a dark closet was revealed. Hastily 
summoning some members of the family the 
secret chamber was investigated, and at 
first seemed to be filled with an accumula- 
tion of dust. On investigating more closely 
the closet wag found to contain a human 
skull, but no other portion of the body. 
The Harrisons have livedat Lower Brandon 
‘for more than ja hundred years, and it is 
probable the skeleton has remained there for 
80 long a time that the bones of the body 
have crumbied to the dust and only the 


_ skull remains. The Harrison family is one 


which is particularly free from even tradi- 
tions of tragedies, and the unknown sleeper 
must have met his fate through accident 
and not design. |

‘DETAILS OF FIRE IN JAPAN. 


Sixteen Hundred Houses Burned and 
Sixteen Persons Killed in Blaze in 
Big Coast Town. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 11.—Mail advices 
from Yokohama give particulars of the big 
fire at Fukin, a large town on the western 
coast of Japan, on April 18. 

Sixteen hundred houses, including thirty 
temples and all the principal bulldings, were 
burned. Sixteen persons perished and 
nearly a hundred more were injured. The 
property loss is estimated at 5,000,000 yen, or 
about $2,600,000. 

The arrival of Admirals Kempf and Remey 
of the American navy on April 18 was the oc- 
‘wasion of a great naval demonstration, the 
transference of flags being accompanied by 
continueus salutes.

Cincinnati, O., May 11.—The fifth concert 
of the May music festival, given tonight, 
was one of great interest, albeit the solo 
stars were represented by the tenor alone. 
Only two numbers were on the program, 
List’s “‘ Faust’? symphony and Berlioz’s 
“Te Deum.” The first was warmly re- 
ceived. The orchestra carries the greater 
part, but at the close it is augmented by a 
tenor voice, Ben Davies, a men’s chorus, 
and the organ. Quite as profound an im- 
pression was made by the Berlioz ‘‘ Te 
Deum,” in which the orchestra, organ, three 
choirs, and the tenor solo were employed. 
‘The boys’ choir was a feature of the deep- 


est interest.

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FILIPINO IS FOR PEACE. 


SENOR BUENCAMINO COUNSELS SUR- 
| REN DER. 


Recently Released by General Otis, He 


Sends a Proposed Peace Platform 
_ te the Insurgent Leaders—Says the 
Natives Mist Recognise American 
Authority and Seek the Utmost Lib- 
erty Possible Under a Constitution— 
Admits Sovereignty. 


MANILA, May 11.—Sefior Buencamino, at 
one time a member of the so-called Filipino 
republican Cabinet, who was recently lib- 
erated by General Otis, announces that he 
has become reconciled to American sover- 
eignty and that he will devote his influence 
to bring about peace. He has sent a pro- 
posed peace platform for the national Fili- 
pino party to the insurgent leaders in Ma- 
nila and to the insurgent Generals, Includ- 
ing Aguinaldo, in the fieki. 

This platform declares that it is impossi- 
ble for the Filipinos to exist as aination 
without the protection of the United States, 
and that, consequently, they must recognize 
American sovereignty and strive to attain, 
a a constitution, the utmost liberty pos- 
sible. 

Continuing, Sefior Buencamino argues that 
the Filipinos are incapable of seif-g n- 
ment, He says: 

“In our independent government the most 
predominant notes were abuses and fmmor- 
alities, the offspring of ignorance and the 
inherited vices of Spain, by which the Fill- 


“pino régime was rendered odious to our own 


people.”’ 
Advice to Filipinos. 


Theréfore, he contends, American control 
is necessary to prevent civil strife. He 
recommends to the national Philippine party 
the adoption of a program embodying the 
following features: 

** First—Recognition of the sovereignty of 
the United States; cessation of hostilities; 
and codperation of the present Filipinos in 
the prosecution of ‘ bandits who continue 


| deprecations in the name of independence.’ 


“** Becond—A request for a declaration by 
the United States government guaranteeing 
to the Filipinos personal liberties and rights 
under a constitution. 

“ Third—A Filipino representative dele- 
gation to present to the American Congress 
and public the desires of the Filipinos re- 
specting political status, | 

“Fourth—The application of a part of 
the public funds to the maintenance of hos- 
‘pitals for sick and wounded Filipino sol- 
diers and for the establishment of schools. 

“ Fitth—The transfer of the insurgent 
funds to the American Treasury. 

BSixth—The establishment of a permanent 
system of Filipino representatives to the 
civil commission. 

‘“* Seventh—The exclusion of friars from the 
edministration of the parishes.”’ 


Obstructions to Peace. 


Discussing the political outlook Sefior 
Buencamino said: 

“There are three elements in the Philip- 
Pines which obstruct the attainment of 
peace. The first is the body of Filipino agi- 
tators in Manila who are continually shout- 
ing for independence, and who thus influence 
the ignorant masses. The second is the 
friars, who desire a prolongation of hostili- 
tiles because in peace between the Filipino 
and the United States they see the end of 
their prestige and the ultimate loss of their 
properties and holdings. The third element 
is——(suppressed by the censor). 

“If the civil commission brings liberal 
ideas and will approach Aguinaldo, today the 
idolized leader of the Filipinos, and the other 
leaders still fighting, in a way that will 
make it possible for them to surrender and 
yet to retain the respect and honor of their 
countrymen, then peace in the, Philippines 
will be only a question of a few weeks. 

“If the civil commission will guarantee 
protection to the personal and individual 
rights and liberties of the Filipinos, leaving 
the determination of our future political 
status to the United States Congress, Agul- 
naldo will come in, will order a cessation 
of hostilities, and will direct the surrender 
of arms. 

“Your forceful sovereignty throyghout 
the islands is unmistakable. We now crave 
your justice and your humanitarian, lenient 
policy. Genera! Otis has'done much to ren- 
der feasible and possible the application of 
the peace project upon which I am now 
working. Today, in Manila, we see public 
funds expended for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, in the construction of markets and 
bridges, in street repairs, in schools, in & 
police force. You have made a good mar- 
riage law. You have established systems of 
municipal government and criminal pro- 
cedure more liberal and just than were con- 
templated by the Filipino constitution. 

“These facts attest your good faith, and 
our trust in the American people is as strong 
as ever.’’

| YATES’ DAY IN CHICA GO 


REPUBLICAN NOMINEE BEGINS LEAD- 
[NG “A STRENUOUS LIFE.” 


Divides Busy Hours Between His Head- 
quarters, the Methodist Conference, 
and the Hamilton Club—Talks to 
Religious Body in the Evening and 
Is Warmly Greeted—His Wife Sends 
Roses to Mrs. Hanecy and Talks of 

‘His Candidacy. 


Richard Yates entered on a strenuous ex- 
istence yesterday. He brought his nomina- 
tion for Governor to Chicago at daybreak, 
and after leaving his effects at his ~head- 
quarters in the Great Northern Hotel he 
sailed out, as he said, to benevolently assimi- 
late himself. He-went from the hotel tothe 
Methodist conference, thence to the Hamil- 
ton club, to his headquarters, and back again 
to the conference. 

He held half'a dozen meetings with his 

supporters at the dinner hour, and later in‘ 
the evening joined the Methodist delegates 
again, speaking before 1,200 people at the 
discussion of ‘“ The Twentieth Century 
Movement”’ at the Auditorium. 
‘ During the day the nominee of the Peoria 
convention shook 3,000 hands. All his friends 
told him they were “ original Yates men.” 
They told him there were thousands of 
“ original Yates men” here, and when Mr. 
Yates went to bed last night he said he would 
remain in the city for three days just to get 
a chance to shake their hands. During this 
time he will organize his friends, who are 
to take charge of his campaign in Chicago. 

As a speaker before the Methodists at the 
Auditorium in the evening Mr. Yates was 
cheered by an audience composed largely 
of women. The chairman, Bishop Andrews, 
had barely to intimate the speaker's name to 
evoke an outburst of applause and a fiut- 
tering of handkerchiefs. Mr. Yates pro- 
voked merriment by his opening statement 
that his brother had failed him in a promise 


to write him a speech. His address was 


replete with stories and anecdotes, 


Walks from Depot to Hotel. 


Mr. Yates arrived in Chicago from Peoria 
over the Rock Island road at7 o'clock. With 
him were Mrs. Yates and R. A. Patterson, 
his secretary. They walked from the depot 
to the hotel. 

The Yates headquarters in room 24 on floor 
J were crowded with people when the nomi- 
nee arrived. The first man to engage Mr. 
Yates was Walter Fieldhouse, and the two 
spent some minutes in conference. Mr. 
Fieldhouse wanted to know, what Mr. Yates’ 
plans are.

Drops Politics for Conference. 
After breakfast the Republican nominee 


for Governor reappeared in his headquarters. 
‘Now I'm going to the Methodist confer- 


ence,"’ said Mr. Yates, 
“Methodist conference!"’ exclaimed Mr. 
Fieldhouse. 


“ Yes,” said Mr. Yates; “ I'm a delegate— 
besides, at the conference there are preach- 
ers from every county in the State.”’ And 
Mr. Yates went to the conference at 9 o'clock. 

While the Jacksonville lay delegate at the 
Auditorium was listening to discussions of 
the question of woman suffrage in Meth- 
odism, the Yates headquarters at the Great 
Northern Hotel were buzzing like the interior 
of a Spanish blockhouse.

‘CREW HAD MANY PERILS. 


Men of the Shipwrecked Ocean Liner 
Montpelier Reach Halifax 
in Safety. 


N. 8., May 11.—[Spectal. ]—The of- , 

ficers and crew of the big ocean liner Mont- 
pelier, which was dashed to pieces on the 
rocks on the coast of Newfoundland near 
Cape Ray on the evening of May 4, reached 
here today by the steamer Harlaw. The 
Montpelier sailed from Great Canary on 
April 24 for Montreal in water ballast. It 
had been twelve days out when it struck on 
Yankee Rocks, about a mile to the west- 
ward of Port au Basque. Running up onthe 
rock to nearlyé amidships, water began to 
pour in at a tremendous rate. The sea was 
running at a great height, and those on board 
thought they were surely doomed, as it 
seemed clear from the first that the ship 
would not hold together long. It settied 
farther down upon its side until the decks 
were so steep that it was impossible to stand 
upon them. Then the vessel commenced to 
swing around, and there seemed danger that 
it might slide off and sink. 
. About six hours after it struck the boats 
were lowered, and men were told off Into 
them after much trouble and many miracu- 
lous escapes from being drowned. Captain 
Gault, its commander, being the last to 
leave, he was obliged to jump into the sea 
and was pulled into one of the lifeboats. 
The shore was not visible owing to the thick 
fog, and the men‘could not have reached it 
had it not been for some fishermen who had 
heard their distress signals and put out to 
look for them. They at last landed at Mouse 
Island, being piloted in by a fishing vessel. 
They walked to Channel and took the Har- 
law from there for Halifax.

| BUY BONDS TO SHUN TAX. 


SCHEDULES INDICATE INVESTMENTS 
TO AVOID ASSESSMENT. 


| Shrinkage in Totals Returned by Large 


Personalty Holders Traced to Pur- 
chase of Government Securities and 
Stocks of Illinois Corporations Not 
Subject to Levy—Case of R. T. Crane 
Thought to Be of This Kind—In 1890, 


$433,208: Now, $46,075. 


Personal property schedules thus far filed 
with the Board of Assessors show that Chi- 
cago’s heavy owners of personal property 
are seeking to dodge large assessments by 
gathering up money in bank and investing it 


» in government bonds or in stock of Illinois 


corporations. This course of investment is 
said to have resulted from the uncovering 
of large amounts of personal property last 

ear by the work done under the new reve- 

ue law—property whiich theretofore had es- 
caped the tax lists. Government bonds are 
not taxable, a provision made by the federal 
laws, and stocks in Illinois corporations can- 
not be assessed against the owners, but 
i'l teen the corporation in which the stock 

One of the principal eases in point is said to 
be that of R. T. Crane, President of the 
Crane company, who resides at 2541 Mich- 
igan avenue. Mr. Crane’s personal property 
at his residence was scheduled last year at

Cause Assigned for Shrinkage. 

The schedule was entered with Assessor 
Wolf, and the cause for the shrinkage is said 
to be the fact that holdings in foreign cor- 
porations, taxable against the individual 
have been disposed of since last year, and 
proceeds invested Illinois corpora- 

ns. 

Every schedule showing reductions will be 
rigidly inquired into by the Assessors, how- 
ever. Within a few days all individuals and 
firms whose personalty entries are smaller 
this year than hast will be notified to appear 

before the board and make full explanation 
' of the cause of the decrease. Mr. Crane will 
be among the number cited. . 

The companies to be notified to explain 
- why increases should not be spread are 
many. Among them is the Glucose Sugar 
Refining company—the Chicago head of the 
glucose trust—whose return shows a heavy 
shrinkage below the purchase price paid for 
their local plant:and below the entry made 
last year. 

All persons or firms failing to schedule will 
be assessed on an estimated valuation made 
by the Assessors, with 50 per cent of the 
amount added as a penalty as prescribed by 
law. After the Assessors have finished this 
work of completing the assessment the 
Board of Review will take the schedules in 
hand, make a further examination, and de- 
mand another round of explanations as to 
why further increases should not be spread.

Tunnels for Vast Underground 
Traction System in the Metropolis— 
He Neither Affirms Nor Denies 
Move Said to Be Contemplated in 
Connection with L Consolidation. 


As the first step in the reported plan of 
Charles T. Yerkes to invade the traction 
field of London, D. H. Louderback will leave 
for England on June 1, according to state- 
ments by his friends. There, it was said, he 
will assume personal direction of the work 
of building the great underground tunnels 
through which it is proposed to. handle a 
vast traffic, and relieve the congestion of 
surface traffic in nine miles of the streets of 
the metropolis, 

Mr. Louderback, who is President of the 
Lake Street and Northwestern Elevated 
roads, in which Mr. Yerkes is heavily in- 
terested, declined either to affirm or deny 
the report. He has been Mr. Yerkes’ right 
hand man ifn all of the latter's traction deals 
in Chicago, and it has been his custom to 
regarding any of Mr. Yerkes’ 

ns 

According to the statement of Mr. Yerkes’ 
Purpose which has gained credence in Chi- 
cago financial circles best informed as to his 
movements, he not only will construct and 
operate a system of underground rallroads in 
the English metropolis, but will take up the 
traction bué{ness there on a larger scale. 
It is said tat into the venture across the 
water, for which all plans have been mapped 
out, will go the $12,000,000 or $14,000,000 
which Mr. Yerkes is estimated to have real- 
ized from ‘the recent disposal of his surface 
lines to the Chicago Union Traction com- 
pany. 

Steps Taken in London Plan. 

Instead of retiring to a life of leisure, as 
had been expected in some quarters when 
his sales of the North and West Side cable 
systems and of the Consolidated Traction 
company’s network of lines were consum- 
mated, Mr. Yerkes is believed to have been 
paving the way for entrance on enterp 
in a new field and on a broader scale. 

For months, it now develops, his agents 
have been mapping out plans in London. 
New York capitalists have been interested 
and are said to have pledged their money to 
the underground line, which is expected to 
| return high percentages. ‘Chicago capital, 
too, it is claimed, has promised liberal back- 
ing to the enterprise. 

In the early days of April Mr. Louderback 
made a hurried trip to London, and it was 
then reported that finishing touches were 
given the plan. Mr. Yerkes is now in New 
York and is said to be making final prepara- 
tions for the London invasion. Mr. Louder- 
back is also said by his friends to be plating 
his affairs in Chicago in shape so that he 
may take up his permanent home in the 
city of fogs, taking Mrs. Louderback with 
him. The latter is now visiting Mrs. George 
W. Lamb and other friends at Waukegan. 
It was from there that a statement of Mr. 
Yerkes’ plan was made. 

Says Mr. Louderback Is Going.

The first. step toward combining all 
the surface lines, he pointed out, was made 
by the absorption of North and West Sidp 
systems by the Chicago Union Traction 
company. The statement as to the probable 
consolidation of the elevated lines has been 
interpreted as meaning that Mr. Yerkes is 
to dispose of his holdings in these properties. 
The franchises of the surface lines ‘which 
he sold expire in three years and thus, it is 
figured, he left for purchasers the fight for 
extensions. 

Rumor has said that Mr. Yerkes has in 
view the sale of his elevated interests to the 
Whitney - Elkins - Widener syndicate — 
clatmed to have been the Jargest estors 
in the Union Traction company—though he 
has asserted that this combination of names 
is but a ** bugbear, popes up at any men- 
tion of street railway sales.”

mand. All sorts of ingredients enter into 
its manufacture, among which are sirups 
malt extracts of the lowest grade, meal of 
different kinds, and corn starch. Wine is 
made of potato sirup dissolved in rain water 
and mixed with the refuse of wine and cider 
presses. The desired color is obtained by 
mixing wine essence with cream of tartar. 
A chemical analysis proves that aside from 
malt, hops, and water, some beer contains 
chicory, pine sprouts, henbane, potash, 
poppy heads, and vitriol of iron. What pur- 
ports to be coffee in many instances is made 
of an admixture of tanbark, stove rust, clay, 
sawdust, chicory, coffee sediment, and coffee 
meal. Imitation butter is made of al] kinds 
of cheap fatty substances. Bread is also 


adulterated. The most unwholesome is made 


of low grade flour, in which alum or blue 
vitriol is used to improve its appearance, 
Cheese is made of milk of all qualities and 
in all stages, together with potatoes that 
are worthless for marketing purposes. These 
are ground fine for cheesemaking, and blood 
from the slaughter-houses sometimes plays 
part inthis manufacture.

He also asks that cadets have an allowance 
of 35 cents per day for rations. 

Another recommendation made by Colonel 
Mills was the raising of the standard of en- 
trance examinations. He finds the require- 
ments for the admission to the academy en- 
courage a great many young men to appear 
when they would not ordinarily undertake 
& course at West Point if the examinations 
were more strict. He has consulted the 
Commissioner of Education in the matter 
and finds the standard of education at West 
Point is no harder than that in the average 
high school to which boys of 14 are sub- 
jected.

The Democratic, party did not en- 
act into a law this proposition when it had 
the power,to do so, nor will it do so at any 
time in the future: It is equaily true that 
the Republican party would decline to adopt 
this remedy. Such a law would be recognized 
as an irreparable blow to the ship building 
interests of the country, and would result 
in the encouragement of foreign labor at the 
expense of the American workman.

FAVORS NICARAGUAN ROUTE. 


Admiral Walker Foreshadows Report 
of Canal Commission—Have Hope 
for Hepburn Bill. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 

Several friends of the Nicaraguan Canal are 
buoyed up again with the hope that after all 
the Committee on Interoceanic Canals will 
send the Hepburn bill back to the Senate 
with a favorable report. Today the Senate 
Committee on Interoceanic Canals had a 
long secret meeting, and Admiral Walker ap- 
peared before the committee and told its 
» members that the forthcoming report of the 
‘commission of which he is Presideht would 
show little that is not already known. He 
considered there were but two practicable 
canal routes across the isthmus—one the 
Nicaraguan and the other the Panama. He 
had no hesitancy. however, in declaring in 
favor of the Nicaraguan route. * 

Another meeting of the committee will be 
held on Monday, when, in all probability, 
several executive officers and directors of 
the Panama Canal company will be called 
before the committee and given another op- 
‘portunity to present their case. This is con- 
sidered by those who are not favorable to 
enacting Nicaraguan Canal legislation at 
this session as a move to delay. matters. 

On Monday the full committee will be pres- 
ent and the friends of the Hepburn bill are 
confident they will be able to secure a favor- 
able report upon the bill. If they are suc- 
cessful, which seems to be extremely doubt- 
ful, it is by no means certain that the meas- 
ure will be put through the Senate. [1 
favorable report is made, or ff the measure 
is sent back to the Senate with an unfavor- 
able report, it is claimed the steering com- 
mittee will take the bill in charge and see to 
it that it is sidetracked until next winter. 


URGES VETERANS TO ORGANIZE. 


General Dyrenforth Sending Circulars 
to Civil War Men Advocating Union 
for Political Action. 


Veterans of the civil war all over the 
United States are receiving copies of circu- 
lars sent out by the Union Veterans’ union, 
urging them to join that body, and explain- 
ing that its purpose is to take part in pol- 
itics, irrespective of party lines, to secure 
to the old soldier his just rights.

After a two hours’ debate in executive ses- 
sion the Committee on Episcopacy yesterday 
afternoon decided to recommend to the Gen- 
eral Conference this morning that none of 

he present Board of Bishops be retired. 
When the report is made the conference will 
be asked to extend the time of election until 
Tuesday. The large audience that gathered 
in the First Church to hear the discussion 
on the episcopacy question heard just enough 
before leaving to whet their curiosity as to 
what took place behind the closed doors. 
Those who favored -the retirement of cer- 
tain Bishops were given the opportunity to 
express themselves. Previous to the clos- 
ing of the doors these three charges were 
brought: 

One Bishop has not been able to conduct an 
‘annual conference without assistance. ‘ 

Another has been known to fall asleep in pub- 
lic places and otherwise forget himself. 

A third is so enfeebled as to conduct a confer- 
ence like a kindergarten, to the shame and 
grace of the church. ' 


It was the citing of these three charges in 


ecutive session. James H. Potts, editor of 
the Independent’ Advocate, was the man who 
made them. 

In the executive session, it is understood, 
those whose retirement was discussed were 
Bishops Hurst, Merrill, Andrews, Ninde, 
Walden, and Vincent. As to Bishop Hurst, 
the question was whether he should be re- 
tired that he might devote all his time to the 
American University. 


Session of the Committee. 


The Committee on Episcopacy met at 3 
o’clock. The memorial charging Bishop 
Walden with unjust practice in office was 
heard, and the Bishop was cited to appear 
before the committee at a future meeting to 
meet his accusers. Next in order were the 
reports of the Subcommittees on Efficiency of 
Bishops, Number of Bishops to Be Elected, 
-and Missionary Bishops. 

Dr. Robert Forbes, chairman of the Sub- 
committee on Efficiency of Bishops, made 
the first report. It was briefly as follows: 

Resolved, That we recommend no change in the 
relations of the Bishops at this General Confer- 
ence. 
With the explanation that after consider- 
ing the case of each Bishop and asking for 
recommendations from the Board of Bishops 
the committee reached a unanimous conclu- 
sion, Dr. Forbes took his seat. The report 
lessened the chances of a dozen men who 
have been looking toward the bishopric, and 
Dr. Forbes himself is among the number. 
With magnanimity he made the announce- 
ment and supported the recommendation 
later. 

Dr. Buckley, chairman of the commiittee, 
called for remarks on the report, and Albert 
J. Wallace rose. 

‘*‘T am amazed,” he said, “at the report 
and at its reception. Iam inclined to believe 
this important matter has not been given 
sufficient consideration. I had hoped there 
would be an investigation.” 

It was then that Dr. Potts made his three 
charges against the Bishops in the form ofa 
question, asking the subcommittee if they 


had heard of these things. 


Debate on Secret Hearing. 


A previous motion that the committee 
go into executive session had been voted 
down, followed by applause from the gal- 
lery. The motion was renewed and this time 
occasioned sharp debate. Thomas N. Boyle 
of Pittsburg said he did not want an op- 
portunity to have things said that would bet- 
ter be left unsaid. Chief Justice Lore argued 
that charges should have been made before 
the subcommittee. E. B. Lytle thought the 
committee should exercise the same power 
over the Bishops that they exert over the 
ministers in retiring them when they become 
incapacitated. 

Dr. Buckley settled the question. Leaving 
the chair he began to speak in favor of an ex- 
ecutive session, saying the committee should 
not refuse to near what certain of its mem- 
bers wanted to say, and that it should base 
its conclusions on something more than the 
report of the subcommittee unsupported by 
any details of the findings. He said the fact 
that a Bishop had slept in a conference ses- 
sion proved nothing. It was 5 o'clock when 
the committee went into executive session 
and 7 o’clock before the doors were un- 
locked. 

A petition from Fort Worth, Tex., telling 
of the great value of Bishop McCabe's resi- 
dence there and requesting his return was 
read to the committee. It was received with 
laughter, the sarcasm being appreciated by 
those who know that Bishop McCabe has 
hardly more than visited the place. He was 
cited to appear before the cemmittee. The 
question is of interest as it is a matter of 
general complaint that Bishops do not reside 
in the places to which they are assigned. 
It will have a bearing on the districting 


problem. 
| Discuss Woman Question. 


The debate on the woman question was cut 
short by a motion to postpone after half a 
dozen speakers had been heard. The large 
audience was treated to entertainment in a 
motion against applause made by J. G. 
Evans of central Illinois. Mr. Evans was 
so persistently applauded in speaking to his 
motion that he was obliged to give up his 
point. Bishop Fowler presided at the ses- 
sion. 

During the debate on the woman question 
the men who urged postponing the question 
were called cowards, and speakers on the 
other side challenged them to stand up and 
be counted as in the way of progress, where 
they had stood for forty years. The ques- 
tion will come up probably next week. 

The report of the special Committee on the 
Consolidation of Benevolences was adopted 
with an enlargement to include all benevo- 
lent societies. The report was a recom- 
mendation to appoint a commission to con- 
sider the matter for four years. 


Memorials and Recommendations. 


The Ministerial association of the Saginaw 
district brought up an interesting question 
in a memorial asking that the part of the 
Discipline referring to the early rising of 
ministers be eliminated as at present obso- 
lete. The discipline advises ministers as fol- 


lows: 

As often as possible rise at 4 o'clock. From 
4 to 5 in the morning and from 5 to 6 in the even- 
ing to meditate, pray, and read the scriptures 
with notes, and the closely practical parts of 
what Mr. Wesley has published.

SIDELIGHTS ON THE CONFERENCE. |

The General Conference took a day off 
yesterday. That is to say, nothing of impor- 
tance was done during the session. After 
several impassioned speeches on the rights 
of women the sections of the constitution in 
which the offending words “ laymen” 
“lay members’ appear were committed to 
a special.committee of fifteen, which is ex- 
pected to report In a few days. 

On the question of who should appoint this 
committee a matter of vital importance was 
brought up. It seemed at first a mere in- 
cident whether such committee should be ap-, 
pointed by the Bishops or by the delegates 
themselves as representing their annual con- 
ferences. Governor Shaw took strong ground 


spoke in emphatic terms of his respect for 
each and all of them, but insisted that they 
could not be impartial in their selection, 
however desirous they might be to do strict 
justice to every one. He said he had no 
prejudice to the machine man as such, believ- 
ing with the Governor of New York thata 
good boss is better than a weak reformer, 
but he contended that the ‘‘ machine "’ could 
not recognize what was not in sympathy with 
it. He strongly urged that the delegates 
themselves name the members of their com- 
mittees. , 

This is the voice of the democratic spirit in 
the church, which has so strongly asserted 
itself in the movement for equal lay repre- 
sentation. It is the voice of the individual 
against the control even of his friends. Itis 
Americanism against ultramontanism in 
every form. That the conference voted to 
ask the Bishops to make the appointment 
shows in how much confidence these officials 
are held. Yet it should be noted that it was 
the whole Board of Bishops to which this 
duty was committed. 

A meeting of Methodists, especially ¢f 
Methodist preachers, would hardly be a char- 
acteristic assembly if the pathetic and 
humoreus were not mixed in about equa! pro- 
portions. Yesterday everybody wanted to 
laugh. When an Illinois delegate introduced 
a resolution calling attention to the rule 
which forbids applause he was cheered to 
the echo, while Bishop Fowler, who pre- 
sided, beat time with his ‘gavel. The more 
earnestly the speaker contended for the rule 
the more deafening became the applause. 
The sedate Bishops finally had to join in the 
hilarious laughter, and even the speaker 
himself had to yield to the contagious good 
feeling.

Judge Yates in the Evening. 

The announcement that Ricard Yates, lay 
delegate, and Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, would be one of the speakers 
drew a large crowd to the Twentieth Century 
Movement meeting at the Auditorium last 
night. Bishop Andrews presided. , Ex-Gov- 
ernor Pattison of Pennsylvania and the Rev. 
Thomas Allen of England spoke briefly, and 
then Judge Yates was introduced. 

Judge Yates was received by the audience 
with great enthusiasm and waving of hats 
and handkefchiefs. He began his address 
with a war anecdote, which he told with 
pleasant humor. Then he spoke of the mar- 
velous growth of Methodism during the last 
forty years. 

“ This growth,” he said, “is not only our 
opportunity but our obligation. It makes 
it our duty to follow in the footsteps of the 
men who have made Methodism what it is 
today, and to continue their work with the 
utmost energy to spread:the living word of 
God among all nations and all races.”’ 

‘The genius of Methodism and the genius 
of our republican institutions are one and the 
same,’ he said at anothertime. He réferred 
with great feeling to the indefatigable en- 
ergy, faithfulness, and willingness to sacri-

SUIT TO BEGIN 
ON THE TUNNELS 


Traction Company Virtually 
Refuses to Lower Them 
and City Will Act. 


MANDAMUS FIRST STEP. 


Then if Franchise Extension Is 
Brought Up Municipality 


May Move the Bores. 


NEWS FROM CITY HALL 


The city will begin proceedings at once te 


compel the Union Traction company to lowef 


the tunnels. W. W. Gurley, counsel for 
the company, yesterday consulted with As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe and in- 
sisted that he did not see “how the com- 
pany could do anything in the matter.” 
While he did not deny the right of the City 
Council to order the company to sink the 
bores before March, 1901, his answer was 
accepted as an out-and-out refusal from the 
Union Traction people to begin the work, 
and the courts will be appealed to at once. 
Mr. Gurley went further and intimated 
that the company might use the matter of 
its willingness or unwillingness to lower the 
tunnels as a club to obtain an extension of 
its franchises. This plan Mayor Harrison 
is determined to frustrate, even if the city 
must do the work itself. He favors the 
latter plan, {f the money needed for the 
work can be raised through a bond issue, 
thus divorcing the tunnel problem from the 
h&ht for franchise extensions. The federal 
government also appears as a factor and 
Commissioner McGann Insists that if the 
tunnels are not down when the federal en- 
gineers begin the deepening af the river they 
will be blown out with dynamite. He as- 
serts that the street railways cannot oper- 
ate without tunnels and that, therefore, they 


must come to time and begin removing these 


obstructions to navigation. 

Mr. Gurley again and again had failed to 
keep appointments to meet Corporation 
Counsel Walker and yesterday Mr. Fyffe 
went to Mr. Gurley’s office to get-some an- 
swer from the company. 

“Mr. Gurley told us,” said Mr. Walker, 
“that he did not see how the company could 
do anything In the matter. The franchises, 
he said, have such a short time to run now 
that the company did not feel inclined to 
take up a task involving an expenditure 
of $1,000,000. He does not contest ~ the 
legality of the Council's action, nor deny 
that the work of sinking the bores devolves 
on the company. It was an on-the-fence 
position, which, interpreted, means a reé- 
fusal to comply with the Council's demands, 
As directed by ordinance the company will 


be given a brief time in which to accede to ~ 


begin work. We will bring mandamus pro- 
ceedings within a few days.’’

Mayor Harrison will set the work of sinking 
the tunnels under way at once. Once down 
annual rental will be demanded and liberal 
compensation in return for extension of 
franchises.

To Clear Up Special Assessments. 


City Controller Kerfoot has determined 
to clear up the tangle in the books and funds 
of the special assessment rebate depart- 
ment. A trial balance has shown a shortage 
of more than $700,000. The bad bookkeep- 
ing and the showing of rebate warrants havé 
led to the belief that a clique working in 
conjunction with clerks in the department 
years ago has made away with more than 
$200,000. Experts are to be employed and 
the entire matter cleared up. No rebates 
will be paid in the meantime. 

Much contention has been aroused over 
the crusade started by Commissioner Me- 
Gann for the abolition of the special assess- 
ment department and the performance of 
street paving work through direct taxation. 
Another chapter was added to the argument 
by Judge Gibbons allowing Patrick Farrell, 
a contractor, a judgment of $8,657 against 
the city for the paving of Madison street. 
Of this amount more than $2,000 is due by 
the city for the crosswalks. The remainder 
is said to have been awarded by property- 
owners, who secured orders of the courts 
overthrowing the assessments. Assertion

Edmond Rostand’s Health. 

M. Edmond Rostand has become sc impor- 
tant a figure in the realm of the drama that 
the conflict of reports concerning the state 
of his health is a matter of much moment. 
"The assertion has been made that the 

malady from which he suffers is one of the 
brain as well as the body, but it has been 
quickly and vigorously denied. 

,_ A reasonable conclusion would seem to be 
that M. Rostand, who is a man of truly 
‘ Gallic nervous intensity, worked and fretted 
himself to the brink of the grave in pre- 
paring “ L Aigion ” for its first night presen- 
tation. Once the crucial instant was passed 
he collapsed, the cold which seized on his 
weakened frame progressing rapidly to 
pmeumonie. His life undoubtedly was 
despaired of for a time, but he did not die, 
which is reason for believing he is destined 
to regain his health. 

That his convalescence should be slow and 
- that his mental vigor should be temporarily 
impaired is what naturally. would be ex- 
Wected, but that matters are worse will not 


be readily believed. 


Retrospect of ‘‘ Arizona.”’ 
When the curtain falls on the last tableau 
_ tn “Arizona” at the Grand Opera-House 
tonight the 161st performance of the play in 
Chicago, the eleventh month of its career, to 
a day, and its first season will be ended. 
The play was produced at the Grand on June 
12, 1899, by an exceptional cast, the fact 
that the. time was summer giving Managers 
Ta Shellie and Hamlin a choice of players. 
They picked to suit the types Augustus 

Thomas had depicted. 

Theodore Roberts, who was found so es- 
sential that his engagement lasted beyond 
the summer, and probably will lgst as long 
as the play endures, was engaged to 
“create” the ranchman, Henry Canby. 
Arthur Byron was the villain, Captain Hodg- 
man; Arthur Edeson the soldier hero, Lieu- 
tenant Denton; Olive May the ranchman’s 
daughter, Bonita Canby; Vincent Serrano 
the tuneful Mexican vaquero, Tony Mostano; 
Mabel Bert the erring wife, Mrs. Bonham; 
Edwin Holt the unforgiving but mourning 
husband, Colonel Bonham; and Mattie Earle 
the ranchman’s shrewish wife. Of that 
number only Mr. Roberts, Mr. Holt, and Miss 
Karlie remain today in their original parts, 
though Mr. Serrano is still in the company, 
promoted to the hero’s rOle. 

Though the time was summer, the play ran 
100 nights at its first engagement. Since then 
it has played here during both the fall festi- 
val period and the Dewey week, and also 
filled a short midwinter engagement. Twice 
Manager Hamlin has called on it to fill a 

* breach caused by the illness of players who 
were to have appeared at the theater. The 
stay now about to end was due to Richard 
Mansfield’s illness.

The ‘sea bat- 
tle, which ends in the first capture.of the 
Railleuse is stirringly fought out on.the

Haraucourt, who. explains that he chose the 
Corsair for his hero because he was “ such 
a hale. hardy figure.’ adding, *‘ We need 
healthiness.”” English reviewers say he 
meant that the courage of his countrymen 
Was drooping—witness Fashoda—and that 
hé intended to revive it.

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CHILD STUDY CONGRESS OPEN. 


Discussion of Agencies for Developing 
the Young in Primary and Sunday 
Schools Begun in Chicago. 


Different agencies useful in the develop- 
ment of child life were discussed by speak- 
ers before the Child Study congress, which 
opened its sixth annual meeting yesterday at 
the Chicago Kindergarten College, 10 Van 
Buren street. Methods of instruction which 
were considered included those of the Sun- 
day school and the primary school. The 
former were said to be in need of pedagogical 
application. The delegates and speakers at 
the congress included kindergarten, public 
school, and university instructors. 


Miss Starr Denounces Signboards. 

Miss Ellen Gates Starr, at the: evening 
session, defined the relationship between the 
schoolhouse and what she termed-a lost or 
crushed sense of beauty. That all sense of 
beauty was being lost by city people, Miss 
Starr thought, was indicated in the attitude 
which permits signboard advertising to de- 
face a city. 
_“* We cannot see the beauty of the city be- 
cause of the impertinence of advertisers,” 
she said. ‘It is nothing short of imperti- 
nence to thrust something which we do not 
want to see between us and something we 
do want to see. We cannot see the trees 
because Somebody's Bitters and X and Y 
corsets demand our attention with repeated 


‘insistence. It is impertinence on the part 


of Messrs. Somebody and X. and Y. We 
do not know who they are, and do not care 
anything about them.” 

Miss Starr said that in the schools a senti- 
ment could be cultivated which eventually 
would not permit such impertinence and de- 
facement. She added that it was impossible 
to erect a thoroughly beautiful schoolhouse 
because of environments which prevent it. 
Modern architecture was an obstacle, she 
said, but, at the same time, schoolhouses 
could be made “as little ugly ”’ as possible. 
For decoration she suggested the codpera- 
tion of local artists with school authorities. 
The former, she said,-had an abundance of 
paintings, and the latter offered the field for 
their: use. Some such coéperative method 
was being tonsidered, she stated. 

The other speakers were Miss Lucy 8, 
Silke, Professor A. W. Moore of jhe Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Miss Elizabeth Harrison, 
and Miss Virginia W. Freeman. 


Criticises Hugo Munsterberg. 

Hugo Munsterberg, professor of psychol- 
ogy at Harvard, was censured by the con- 
gress for his opinions on child study. Mrs. 
Alice H. Putnam, who represents the kinder- 
gartens at Hull House, expressed her dis- 
approval of the ideas which the Harvard in- 
structor had explained in a magazine article 
on Experimental Psychology.’” She stated 
‘that a man of Professor Munsterberg’s 
standing could work great harm by such 
articles as that which he had published. 

“It may take months to overcome the 
effect which he has had on public opinion,” 
she said. ‘“‘ The article shows a serious lack 
of knowledge of the methods used in public 
school instruction.”’ 

The child study methods of the Chicago 
public schools were explained by Victor 
Campbell, an assistant in that department 
of the Board of Education. It was stated 
that defects in hearing among school chil- 


«dren have been found to be more ntimerous 


than defects in sight. They were said to in- 
crease from the age when pupils begin 


school life, not from conditions. in the 


schools, but from natural causes and dis- 
eases, 

The methods of the public school will re- 
ceive further exposition tonight, when Dr. 
W. 8. Christopher will speak before the con- 
gress on the ways of dealing with backward 
children. The results ef medical inspection 
in saving children will be discussed by 


Health Commissioner Arthur R. Reynolds. 


The other speakers will be Dr. W. O. Krohn 
and Dr. W. X. Sudduth. 

The need of pedagogical methods in Sun- 
day school instruction was presented by 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones, and Bible literature and 
the development of the child by Professor 
Ernest D. Burton.

Song Recital of Pupils. 

Eighth grade pupils of the school in Dis- 
trict No. 5 held a musical recital in the after- 
noon at the Medill High School hall, west 
Fourteenth and ,.Throop streets. More than 
300 children participated. District Superin- 
tendent Sabin was in charge and conducted 
each school’s recital separately. Trustee 
Loesch and several other members of the 
Board of Education were present and be- 
stowed praise on Mr. Sabin and the school 
children. 


Report on Pension Law. 

A committee of teachers in the Chicago 
schools, appointed in 1897 at a mass-meet- 
ing of teachers to consider the advisability 
of reducing the annuities of the tenchers’ 
pension fund or of securing legislation to 
increase the assessments, has reported un- 
favorably to any amendment. The object of 
proposed action was to avoid the dissipation 
of the surplus fund. With their report the 
teachers state the opinion that the pension 
law will be endangered by any attempt to se- 
cure amendments. The report is signed by

STUDENTS OWN TO SMUGGLING. 


Get Graduating Suits in Windsor and 
Wear Them Across to 
Détroit. 


Detroit, Mich., May 11.—[{Spectal.]—Henry 
Cook and G. A. Bachman, students of the 
Detroit Medical College, were arrested yes- 
terday by Customs Inspectors Dowling and 
Gregory for smuggling graduating suits of 
broadcloth from Windsor. Bachman con- 
fessed, but Cook denied the charge until this 
morning, when he confessed. Both were 
bound over to the grand jury today. Last™ 
night they appeared with the graduating 
class and received their diplomas in suits 
rented at a second-hand store. The young 
men bought $30 suits in Windsor that would 
have cost $75 on this side of the river. They 
left their old clothes with the tailor and 
walked across in the new ones. Another 
change of clothing was made and they went 
back and brought the old clothes across ina 
bundle, no duty being required on old clothes. 
The crime is a common one, but the penalty 
is a fine of $2,000 or three years imprison- 
ment.

England’s Jockey club occupies so {mpor-
